Sea Claims to be Settled 
lative News of the Day. 
Washington, Feb. 13.—It was ex­ 
pected that the tariff bill would come 
up in the senate Wednesday, Mr. Mor­ 
rill. chairman of the finance committee, 
having given notice of a motion to that 
effect. 
But the subject was not men­ 
tioned during the day and the entire 
session was given to routine business. 
Considerable progress was made on the 
deficiency bill. 
Mr. Peffer (pop., Kan.) came forward 
with a lengthy resolution proposing a 
senate investigation of the 
circum­ 
stances of all recent bond issues. 
The 
resolution proposes a special committee 
of five senators, and gives comprehen­ 
sive directions as to the scope of the in­ 
quiry, the dealings with syndicates, etc,, 
the effect of such dealings, and explicit 
Information as to the purchasers of 
bonds, rates, and all attendant circum­ 
stances. Mr. Morrill asked that the res­ 
olution go to the finance committee, but 
i t went over by the rules until to-day. 
Among the favorable reports pre­ 
sented was one on Mr. Hale’s bill mak­ 
ing Feb. 12 (Lincoln’s birthday) a na­ 
tional holiday. 
The consideration of the urgent de­ 
ficiency bill was then resumed. 
Mr. 
Chandler criticised the growing expen­ 
ditures under the department of jus­ 
tice. 
These had trebled in ten years, 
w ith little increase in business.

Washington, Feb. 13.—The house 
committee on territories held a warm 
session Wednesday over the bills to ad­ 
m it Arizona and New Mexico into the 
Union. For several weeks it has been 
apparent that there was a disposition 
among some of the opponents of free 
silver on the committee to postpone 
favorable reports on those bills, at least 
for the present, to prevent the increase 
of the free-silver strength in the sen­ 
ate. Wednesday the fight culminated 
when, while the bill to admit Arizona 
was under discussion, the committee 
voted 6 to 5 to adjourn. Messrs. Har­ 
ris (Rep., Ohio) and 
Lafevre 
(Rep., 
Ohio) were absent. Both the latter are 
anti-silver men. 
It is claimed that 
both the absentees are also in favor of 
deferring action, but Mr. Murphy, the 
Arizona delegate, denies this. As the 
bill itself has not been defeated in com­ 
mittee, the vote can be taken when­ 
ever the advocates of the bill are able 
to muster a majority.

Mrs. Atterberry lives with her four 
boys, ranging in age from 4 to l l years. 
Her husband is confined in the asylum 
for the insane, and she has been sup­ 
porting herself and family by taking in 
washing. 
Mrs. Atterberry bad been sick on the 
day the assault took place, and was 
very restless 
that 
night.

o’clock she wanted a drink of water and 
had to go to the kitchen to get it. There 
is a small hall between the sitting-room 
and kitchen, and as she entered this 
some one put out the lamp she was 
carrying.

Washington, Feb. 13.—The conven­ 
tion between the government of the 
United States and that of Great Brit­ 
ain, for the arbitration of the claims 
for damages, made on account of the 
Behring sea sealing vessel seizures, was 
received by the senate in executive ses­ 
sion Tuesday, and was considered by 
the committee on foreign relations yes­ 
terday. 
The treaty provides for the reference 
of claims to two commissioners, one to 
be appointed by the United States and 
the other by Great Britain, who in case 
of failure to agree are to be authorized 
to select a third commissioner. If not 
able to agree upon a man for this office 
the m atter is to be referred to the pres­ 
ident of the Swiss republic, with the 
request that he name the third man, 
which he has consented to do. 
The 
agreement is made in conformity with 
the Paris arbitration, and its findings 
are made obligatory upou both govern­ 
ments.

Thelr Neighbors Have a Strong 
B elief 
In Their Guilt. 
Terre Haute, Ind., Feb. 13.—People 
from Fountain and Park counties say 
lf the Kellars are acquitted here they 
will be lynched on their return home. 
This feeling is enhanced by the belief 
that the defense is securing undue ad­ 
vantage in the court proceedings. The 
case will be submitted to the court to­ 
day. 
The climax was reached Wednesday 
when Mr. Lamb of counsel for defense 
moved in the midst of the argument 
by Mr. Simms for the state for the dis­ 
charge of the jury on the ground of 
improper conduct on the part of the 
speaker. Mr. Simms had been review­ 
ing the testimony to the effect that on 
the day Clara Shanks disappeared nine 
relatives of the Kellars had refused to 
eat dinner at the Kellar house because 
they feared poisoning.

This enraged the people and they pro­ 
ceeded to take the law in their own 
hands. 
Tuesday night a mob of fifty 
determined men met in the basement of 
the high school building and perfected 
an organization. At 12:30 in the morn­ 
ing they marched to the jail and 
at 
once commenced to batter down the 
front door. 
During the entire time 
they were working on the door the 
reports of fifty pistols could be heard. 
The door was barred so firmly that it 
was impossible to break it from 
the 
hinges, but they were successful 
in 
breaking the panels enough to admit 
the ones that were to go into the jail. 
Before the battering had 
continued 
long Sheriff Lansden and his son ap­ 
peared on the scene, but were imme­ 
diately covered by a dozen revolvers,

How many know that 150 believers 
maintain Rock county branches of the 
churcb that Joseph Smith founded 
There is nothing in common with; 
Utah Mormonism in the Rock county 
church, which affiliates with the Reor­ 
ganized Ohurch of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints, as the branch of 
the church opposed to Brigham \oun g 
styles itself. 
Young and his followers 
are declared to be apostates who have 
departed from the teachings of Prophet 
Joseph Smith. 
Southern Wisconsin is a district by 
Itself and W. A. McDowell, of Williams 
*ay. is president. 
The Janesville branch, which directs 
affairs in a large part of Rock county, 
la in charge of C. C. Hoague, a member 
o f the county board of supervisors, 
and O. N. Dutton is an elder. 
Joseph 
Dalton holds the pest of deacon in the 
Janesville branch and Henry Wood- 
stock, of this city, is secretary and 
treasurer. One of the historic churches 
of the Mormon faith under the Joseph 
Smith dispensation, was located south­ 
w est of Janesville, in the town of 
Newark. 
This survived the Brigham 
Young apostacy, most of the other 
churches in this neighborhood being 
broken up through their unwillingness 
to follow the Utah leader. 
The New­ 
ark chursh remained true to the doc­ 
trine of Joseph Smith, and later as­ 
sisted in reorganizing the church with 
Joseph Smith, Jr. at the head. 
The 
meeting* for reorganization was held 
In the Newark church in 1851. 
M em bers o f An H istoric Church. "I. 
Samuel Powers, father of Supervisor 
Ambrose Powers of Newark, was one 
of the members of the old Newark 
branch and S. Eli Wildermuth was 
another. 
Mr. Wildermuth is still an 
evangelist in Wisconsin for the Reor­ 
ganized chnrch. 
There are branches in four differ­ 
ent parts of the connty—Janesville, 
Johnstown, Porter and Spring Valley, 
and a well attended reunion was held 
an Janesville three weeks ago. 
The meetings of 
the 
Janesville 
branch are held in the homes of mem­ 
bers on the 
first Sunday of each 
month. 
The branch is forty-eight 
ntrong and under C. C. Hoague’s lead­ 
ership is growing. 
There is a large 
branch in Williams Bay and East Del­ 
avan, also one in Oregon, the second 
alation north of Evansville.

I was bitten by a rattler, on my. iRdex 


finger and immediately took my pocket- 
knife and made a deep incision near 
the wound, so that the poison could not 
be taken up and distributed through 
my system. The bitten part was then 
cauterized and it caused me no trouble 
whatever. W hisky is not very good to 
use at any time and no good for snake 
bites.”—Pittsburg Post.

little said 
about pastry, except the “gateau des 
rois,” so essential to the festivities of 
Twelfth N ight or Epiphany. The des­ 
serts consisted of cheese, honey, fresh 
and dried fruits, oranges and grenade! 
from the south, with a great variety (/. 
wines. 
Generally the preference was 
given to solid food. 
Sometimes oxen 
and sheep were slaughtered at home, 
sometimes choice morsels were bought 
at the town, and wonderfully cheap 
they were. 
On one occasion t^ie half of 
a calf and a pound of candles were pur­ 
chased for 5 francs. 
Kids were much 
in request for special entertainm ents. 
Pork was then, as now, a favorite ar­ 
ticle of diet among the peasants. One 
day, when going to the chase, he rose 
at 4 o’clock and breakfasted on pork 
and herring himself.
